Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on September 13, 2005 is 
in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97.

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with David Alavi on October 19, 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In claim 8, line 1, remove "Claim 5" and replace with -Claim 1-. 
In claim 9, line 1, remove "Claim 5" and replace with -Claim 1- 
In claim 35, line 1, remove "Claim 32" and replace with -Claim 28- 
In claim 36, line 1, remove "Claim 32" and replace with -Claim 28-. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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With respect to claims 1, 28 and 56, prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest 
an optical apparatus/method of making an optical apparatus comprising a 
semiconductor substrate having a substrate surface wherein an incident beam 
propagating substantially parallel to the substrate surface is transmitted through an 
entrance face into the substrate and is refracted away from the substrate surface, in 
addition to the other limitations of the claim. 

With respect to claim 57, prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest an optical 
apparatus comprising a portion of an optical beam, which propagates within an optical 
medium formed on a semiconductor substrate, is internally reflected from an internal 
reflector formed on the semiconductor substrate onto at least a portion of a 
photodetector active region. 

Claims not specifically addressed are allowable due to their dependency. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."

Hsu et al. (US 6,885,795) discloses an entrance face (28) and a reflecting face 
(30) formed on a substrate (20) wherein an optical beam is transmitted through the 
entrance face, into a transmitting medium (32) and reflected at the reflecting face onto a 
photodetector (34). Hsu et al. fails to teach the optical beam being transmitted through 
the substrate.
